COMMITTEE'S LAST MEETING 
BEFORE THE PRIMARY 


The Democratic central committee 
far the 87th Delegate District met in 
the city hail Saturday at 2 p. rn. and 
held a two hours session. 
This com- j preliminary 
mittee is composed of the seventeen 
township committeemen. 
It was the last meeting before the 
primary Tuesday and wa s for the pur- j 
pose of distributing election supplies ! 
and instructions to the officers serving 
on the election boards. Twelve com­ 
mitteemen out of the seventeen re­ 
ported present. 
Upon petition of voters the commit­ 
tee concluded to establish a new voting 
box at Corley school house, four miles 
south of Walling, which makes a total 
of twenty-one boxes in the district. 
It was suggested that the election 
had entailed a necessary expense of $50 
and it was decided that each voting 
box should contribute $2.50 to make up 
the fund. 
After a thorough discussion of the 
details of conducting the election, the 
committee adjourned to meet at call of 
Ute chairman. 


Turned State's Evidence. 
Muskogee, I. T., Sept. 27.— In the 
hearing of Mack Alford, 
D. King and 
Bud Roberts, charged 
with the assassination of Cicero Davis, 
a wealthy cattleman who lived at 
Warner, Roberts 
and King turned 
state’s evidence. The charge against 
them was dismissed 
and they were 
placed under bond as witnesses. 
Al­ 
ford was held without bail. 
Roberts and King gave very direct 
and damaging testimony against Al­ 
ford. They say that Alford had told 
them that he would kill Davis and had 
also told them of attempts to do so and 
failure. 
King stated that Davis was killed 
with an explosive bullett instead of a 
shotgun. The body was exhumed and 
an examination made which proved 
what King had said.

Mobile, Ala., Sept. 2 9 .-A t least 
fifty lives were lost and $3,000,000 
damage has resulted from a tornado 
that struck Mobile Wednesday night 
and devastated the business section of 
that city. 
Five river boats are sunk at their 
wharves, the business section, a quar­ 
ter mile wide and extending the whole 
length of the city, is inundated. 
Military 
guard the streets, with 
orders to shoot to kill. 
Pillaging is reported in business sec­ 
tions and one negro was caught and 
nearly beaten to death. 
Many 
buildings 
were 
razed, and 
many river steamers turned turtle, but 
crews escaped. 
The revenue cutter Alert is reported 
lost and many surrounding towns are 
devastated. 
Electric light companies, street rail­ 
ways, and, in fact, al! business, lias 
been suspended. The Mobile and Ohio 
was the first road to get out of the 
city, its train having left Mobile at 4 
a. rn. Friday. 
Numerous sawmills located in the 
northern and marshy districts have 
been either washed away by the terri­ 
fic waves or torn to splinters by the 
wind. Their lumber and timbers are 
to be seen scattered over the entire 
city and floating down the slowly fal­ 
ling river. 
Wholesale houses lost many thous­ 
ands of dollars from flood and willingly 
t>aid as high as $1.50 an hour tor com* 
; mon labor and earnestly begged men to 
accept such prices, so frantic were 
they in their efforts to save goods. 
I Even at this figure few men, white ort 
I black, would accept work. 
Nearly five inches of rainfall was 
recorded alai the wind showed a veloc­ 
ity of seventy-two miles per hour. 
Words 
cannot fully describe 
the 
storm. 
During the hours between 6 p. 
rn. Thursday and noon Friday trees 
fell, roofs crashed by the hundreds. 
Through the streets, carried by the 
terriffie wind, was hurled thousands of 
pieces of slate, and the roofing, cor­ 
nices, shingles, and in fact, all kinds of 
debris. 
The railroads have started 
wreckers out to clea t up and repair 
tracks. 
Many people were seriously 
injured and cut up by the flying slate 
and tin.

Havana, Sept. 29.—American inter­ 
vention in Cuba will be an accomplish­ 
ed fact. 
Secretary Taft said Friday th*' he 
felt certain the United States v«>uld 
have to land troops and that a procla­ 
mation establishing a provisional gov­ 
ernment would be issued. 
Numerous 
proposals were presented to Messers. 
Taft and Bacon by representatives of 
the opposing parties, but for reasons 
sometimes sufficient, but usually not, 
obstacles have been placed in the way 
of agreement. 
Not since negotiations 
were opened by the American commis­ 
sioners has the inconstancy of Cuban 
polticians been so clearly shown 
as 
now, 
In view of the situation Secretary 
Taft is certain the United States m ust! 
intervene and he is now preparing a 
proclamation naming himself as Milita­ 
ry Governor, to continue under author­ 
ity until order is restored and he feels 
it is safe to surrender charge to a civil 


Government. 
When that time arrives 
he will recommend to President Roose­ 
velt the appointment of Beekman Win­ 
throp, Governor of Porto Rico. The 
appointment of a civil government de­ 
pends entirely upon the insurgents lay­ 
ing down their arms and on the abso­ 
lute loyalty of the Government force.

We cannot blame a man for making a 
change if he thinks he can Improve 
his circumstances and place his fam­ 
ily in a better position, but 99 times 
out of IOO It would be better to Im­ 
prove the farm than to undertake a 
radical change.

Soap bark left over after cleaning 
dress goods can be used to advantage 
in washing floors. It is especially suit 
able for nice kitchen floors that dc 
not need a scrubbing brush. 
The boiling soap and water in which 
clothes have been boiled is good for 
washing cheap kitchen floors that art 
not oiled. 
If the clothes have been 
properly washed beforehand, such wa 
ter is quite clean, it having been used 
only to give the last touch of white 
ness to them.

Instead of throwing the melted Ice 
and salt water left in the freezer after 
freezing cream down the wastepipe oi 
sink, pour it on young weeds that are 
springing up in the garden path. There 
is generally a quantity of salt, often a 
pint or more, left in the bottom of the 
freezer, 
lf there are no weeds to kill 
put it on an old jflate. and, when dry 
use it again in freezing cream. 
Leftover coffee grounds 
make

good fertilizer for plants. As they are 
rather strong, use only a little around 
each plant, and mix well with 
the 
earth. 
Liquid coffee left over in the

blacking. It will make the stove shine. 
Alum and various artiMes are recom­ 
mended for this purpose, but leftover

| to use when sweeping to lay the dust. 
Egg shells can he saved and used in 
settling coffee, as they are much bet 
tor for this purpose than

The financial world has surely not 
hitherto had much startling news to 
chronicle of Thomas Dinsmore, of Pal­ 
ermo. Kennebec county, Maine, says 
the American Banker.

He has 
not been identified with any huge cor­ 
poration engaged in cornering 
the

upon his paying euty on the gifts. 
But in a way Mr. Dinsmore seems 
to have cornered all the praise

By 
teaching foresight and judicious sav­ 
ing to the children and inculcating a 
spirit of desire of possession in the 
beginning of their education he will 
do more toward increasing the aver* 
age wealth of the people 
thaSi 
any 
other project yet put forth. 
Massachusetts, a fairly conservative

The absurdity of such a figure 
in the face of the extremely high rate 
of wages Is patent to every sensible 
person.

Philadelphia Juvenile Society, on Ad­ 
vice of Physicians, Resorts to 
Practice—Much Good Ex­ 
pected ae a Result. 


Philadelphia.—Following 
out 
the 
theories of 
the 
country’s 
foremost 
physicians and the recent rulings of 
the juvenile courts, the Pennsylvania 
Society 
to 
Protect 
Children 
from 
Cruelty, working In conjunction with 
Director Coplin, of the 
bureau 
of 
health and charities, and Chief Ab­ 
bott, of the bureau of health, have in­ 
stituted the practice of 
performing 
operations upon the 
children 
given 
Into their charge, where medical opin­ 
ion Is rendered that such a course is 
likely to prevent a criminal career. 
The first subjects of these experi­ 
ments were operated on the other day 
at the infirmary of the society, which 
was the first organization of its kind 
in the country to adopt this course. 
In all seven children were put under 
the knife by a number of the city's 
most prominent surgeons, who per­ 
formed operations of varied natures, 
from the most delicate to ones of 
^ninor importance, calculated to im­ 
prove the mental and moral condition 
of the patients. 
There 
were 
two 
operations 
on 
brains, three on eyes and two minor 
operations for nervousness, and all, 
it is believed, will be successful. 
The physicians who either partici­ 
pated or were interested in the oper­ 
ations are Dr. S. Weir Mitchell, Dr. 
C. Abbott. Dr. George W. Dougher­ 


ty, Dr. F. H. Derctilm, 
Dr. 
W. 
W. 
Hawke, 
Dr. 
Alfred 
Gordon, 
Dr. 
Charles K. Mills, Dr. Louis Starr and 
Dr. Fred Frely.- 
The children are but a few of th# 
number examined by Dr. L. C. Wese- 
11s and Dr. A. C. Butcher, and a num­ 
ber of other similar operations will 
take place within a short time with 
the same purpose in view. 
Thus far 
only those children will be examined 
who are in the temporary custody of 
the society. Where such children are 
found to be apparently destined to a 
criminal career through some physi­ 
cal defect the parents *>f the children 
are consulted and if permission Is ob­ 
tained the operation 
is 
performed.* 
The obtaining of parental consent is 
compulsory under the law. 
For two weeks the examinations 
have been going on, the most minute 
inquiries being made by the examin-* 
ing physicians into the past history 
of the children and their parents. 
As 
a result a campaign against criminol­ 
ogy has been instituted by the society 
which medical experts believe will be 
of immense value in suppressing ten­ 
dencies for evil, and the physicians 
interested in the idea believe that in 
many cases the entire future of the 
little patients will be turned for the 
better as a result of the operations 
they are performing. 
The total number of children exam­ 
ined Is 147. 
About 50 per cent, have 
been found to be suffering from re­ 
fraction of the eyes. 
Glasses have 
been ordered for all of these, and 
wherever possible the parents have 
been required to meet the cost of the 
eye glasses.

THEY USE AMERICAN 
RIFLES. 


Washington. — The 
Lee-Metford 
army rifle of the British troops is all 
right for hunting men. but when the 
English soldiers in India want to hunt 
big game they go armed with Ameri­ 
can rifles, is the essence of a report 
submitted by 
I’niied 
States Consul 
General William H. Michael, at Cal 
cutta. 
Mr. Michael indicates that there is 
a large market in India not only for 
American-made 
arms, but 
also 
for 
American ammunition. 
He complains 
that thus far the American manufac­ 
turer has shipped his goods through 
[Lindon 
agents, thus 
delaying 
the 
goods in transit, and increasing their 
nrice. 
He explains that, contrary to 
prevalent belief, there is no reason for 
uich procedure, as the consignors in 


India will take care of 
any 
restric­ 
tions imposed by 
the Indian govern­ 
ment. 
Regarding the shipment of Ameri­ 
can ammunition, he calls attention to 
the necessity of separating the caps 
from the anvil. 
In commenting upon the preference 
shown for American firearms, Mr. Mi­ 
chael says: 
"Only recently a crack company of 
a noted British regiment 
was trans­ 
ferred from Calcutta to another post, 
where good hunting abounds. 
Before 
leaving they purchased 
every Ameri­ 
can rifle of suitable caliber for large 
game to be had in Calcutta. 
If they 
could have done so. they would have 
purchased 
American-made 
ammuni­ 
tion and extra caps and anvils for use 
in the guns.”

It Is dasier to do the work when the 
rooms are ail one one^oor and these 
other advantages that housekeepers 
readily recognize.. 'The habit of living 
'to fljyrrTn large cities has created a 
dtfStand for house plans which offer 
every possible advantage for conveni- 
ence and comfort all on one level. 


This plan calls for a width of 31 feet 


and a length of 60 feet exclusive of 
porches. 
Sixty feet sounds 
like a 


Kood long house, but -distance on the 
level is a much easier proposition 
than up and down stairs with the nec- 
essary climbing. The question of ex- 
pense Is one of the first and most Im- 
portant considerations in building. The 
strongest argument for a two-story 
house is that the same foundation and 
the same roof will provide for 
stories as well as one, but on 


two 
the 


other hand much lighter construction 
Is admissable in building a one-story 
house, which works a saving in bill 
stuff.

Whether private sewerage plants are 
established or not. If the slop water is 
thrown, on the ground, as It is on too 
many occasions, the waste water finds . 
its way into the wells and a siege of 
epidemics is likely to visit the com- 
munity at any time. 


A great many farmers are moving to 


town. It la a good plan to consider 
these two questions very carefully be- 
fore selecting a site to build. There 
are a great many objections to living 
in a village that present themselves 
as time moves along. The worst home^ 
sick men I ever knew were farmers* 
who had enjoyed the freedom of coun- 
try life until their habits were fixed 
and who afterwards, through a mis- 
taken idea of comfort in their old age, 
have abandoned the farm and moved 
to town. It is different with men who 
have established a buslnes in early 
life and grown accustomed to more or 
less cramped surroundings. 


So long as a man remains on the 


farm he is an Influential citicen; he la 
a man of importance and is so recog- 


l« easier to make a cottage look cozy 


amongst trees and shrubbery and par- 
tially hidden by climbing vines Is a 


picture to be remembered. 
Cottages 


in the country and In villages have 
many advantages, but cottages In the 
large cltlea are out of place. The 
crowded surroundings make It 
Im- 


possible to dress them up in a becom- 
ing manner. Cottages in cltle% usually 
are Just so many rows of one-story 
houses placed close together, with one 
gable end to the street, and they are 
occupied for most part by foreigners, 
mostly of the poorer class. A house of 
this ktad if built In a village should 
have a lot at least 100 feet wide and 
it should be aet back about 60 feet 
from the street line, and It should

have a wide expanse of green lawn tn 
front and trees on the sunny aide 
Shade trees, however, should not be 
permitted to Interfere with the karden 
which may be on the back of the lot 
or it may be 'mostly at one side. 


A great many villages are provided 


with sewers, but a great many are not 
It Is impossible to have the necessary 
bathroom and hot and cold water com 
forts unless provision Is made to take 
care of the waste water. Modern antl 
septic tanks are lust as good as sew 
era when properly constructed and set 
entincally connected with the house 


nized by the community; but as soon 
as he retires and moves to town his 
prestige vanishes and he Is of no fur- 
ther use to himself or anyone else, 
and he Is so treated by the town peo- 
ple. 
Few men have the faculty of as- 


serting themselves in their new sur- 
roundings. 
It is almost impossible 


or a retired farmer to live as com- 
ortably as he did on the farm unless 


has bene unusually successful as a 


financier. 
Living in town 
costs 
a 


real deal more than living 
In 
the 


country. 
The difference Is made up 


by the thousand little things that no 
one can foresee or properly estimate 
until they have the experience. Just 
such moves have resulted in the un- 
.Imely death of a great many farmers. 
We cannot blame a man for making a 
change If he thinks he can improve 
its circumstances and place his fam- 
ily In a better position, but 99 times 
out of 100 It would be better to im- 
prove the farm than to undertake a 
radical change. 


A bouse like this, however, is just 


as suitable for the farm as It Is for 
the village. There are three bedrooms 
and a good 
bathroom. The 
dining 


room is large enough for most farm 
tables and there is a neat little parlor 
with a fireplace in it that Is quite sep- 
arate from the rest of the house. The 
younger members of the family would 
soon find out what this room is good 
for. 
There would be an open fire 


chilly evenings and there would 
be 


room for other young folks from the 
immediate neighborhood. 
The girls 


would find how to make this room at- 
tractive. The 
large 
front 
window 


would require some of their attention 
and they would get it dressed up to 
their liking. Girls like to do such 
work, and It Is a good plan to leave It 
almost entirely to their ambition and 
good taste.

Soap bark left over after cleanlni 


dress goods can be used to advantage 
in washing floors. It is especially suit 
able for nice kitchen floors that dr 
not need a scrubbing brush. 


The boiling soap and water in which 


clothes -have been, boiled is good for 
washing cheap kitchen floors that art 
not oiled. If the clothes have been 
properly washed beforehand, such wa 
tar is quite clean, it having been used 


to give the last touch of white 
to them. Bits of soap that are 


too small to use should he laid aside 
for laundry days, when they can be 
melted and put in the wash teller, 
thus saving the cutting up of a new 
cake of soap. 


A practical book on gardening, re- 


cently published, directs the country 
housewife to save every particle oi 
soapy water, such as' dish water and 
laundry water, for watering the roots 
of plants. Of course, water in which 
soda or strong soap powder has beei 
melted cannot be used. 


Instead of throwing the melted Ice 


and salt water left In the freezer after 
freezing cream down the wasteplpe 01 
sink, pour it on young weeds that are 
springing up in the garden path. There 
Is generally a quantity of salt, often a 
pint or more, left in the bottom of the 
freezer. If there are no weeds to kill 
put It on an old plate, and, when dry. 
use it again In freezing cream. 


Leftover coffee grounds 
make 
a 


good fertilizer for plants. As they arei 
rather strong, use only a little around 
each plant, and mix well with 
the 


earth. Liquid coffee left over in the 
coffee pot after breakfast is much bet 
ter than water to mix 
with stove 


blacking, it will make the stove shine. 
Alum and various articles .are recom- 
mended for this purpose, but leftover 
coffee is the best, and does not cost 
anything, as it would 
otherwise be 


thrown away. 


Tea grounds should be saved, and 


kept where they will not get mouldy, 
to use when sweeping to lay the dust. 


Egg sheila can be saved and used In 


settling coffee, as they are much bet 
ter for this purpose than 
anything 


else. 


The water In which rice has been 


boiled Is, If anything, more wbolesome 
than the rice itself. If it is boiled un 
til thick after taking out the rice it 
can be used to advantage In thickening 
soups and sauces. 
One cook 
book 


recommends making it Into a ^jelly or 
blanc mange, after sweetening 
and 


flavoring it properly. 


Everyone knows that the water in 


which potatoes are boiled la excellent 
in making or renewing yeast. 


The country housewife should save 


all cornhusks and nutshells for start- 
Ing the fire In the cook stove. When 
well dried, they make a brilliant blaze 
and will save time as well as kindling 
wood. 


One woman who has always had en- 


viable luck with her Bower garden or- 
ders all the soot that Is taken from the 
chimney to be utilized around plants, 
especially roses. It makes a good fer- 
tilizer and can be used to keep off 
bugs. 


It is foolish to Indulge In 
miserly 


economies if they take 
up valuable 


time or are of no special advantage. 
For Instance, a sensible woman will 
not save pea pods for soup, as some 
frugal French housewives are said tc 
do, because pea pods do not make good 
soup. The ways of using articles or- 
dinarily thrown away which are given 
here are of actual advantage. They 
are trifles, it is true; but the familiar 
quotation, "Trifles make perfection 
and perfection Is no trifle," applies to 
household management, If It applies to 
anything. 


Main* Man Starts* One for Bvsry 


Child Bern In His Town. 


Thejlnanclal world has surely not 


hitherto had much startling news to 
chronicle of Thomas Dlnsmore, of Pal- 
ermo. Kennebec county, Mala*, says 
the American Banker. That gentle* 
man has not surprised the commu- 
nity into throes of admiration by the 
establishment of hero funds nor the 
foundation of any libraries. . He has 
not been identified with any huge cor- 
poration engaged in cornering 
the 


earth, for the earth's good, no doubt, 
nor has he purchased highly priced 
works of art and presented them to 
an ungrateful country that insists 
upon his paying r>uty on the gifts. 


But in a way Mr. Dinsmore seems 


to have cornered all the praise and 
gratitude in his locality and he cer- 
tainly has a monopoly in his particu- 
lar Industry. 


At present he is engaged busily In 


presenting new bankbooks showing a 
five dollar deposit to each new baby 
which arrives in his community. 
It 


will be seen at once that this' is not 
only excellent for the banks and fine 
.'or the babies, but it will in all like- 
lihood prevent any appreciable tend- 
ency toward race suicide. 
: Some time ago Mr. Dlnsmore be- 
gan the practice of presenting every 
school graduate with a new bankbook 
and one dollar. The good work of this 
gentleman is necessarily limited, but 
he has sounded the depths of the coun- 
try's need. 
Not by railing against 


capital and capitalists nor preaching 
equality and the equal distribution of 
property 
will 
the 
evil 
of 
huge 


money concentration be remedied. By 
teaching foresight and judicious sav- 
ing to the children and inculcating a 
spirit of desire of possession in the 
beginning of their education he will 
do more toward increasing the aver* 
age wealth of the people that any 
other project yet put forth. 


Massachusetts, a fairly conservative 


state, calculates that its people save 
on an average 
33 cents a week 


each. The absurdity of such a figure 
in the face of the extremely, high rate 
of wages is patent to every sensible 
person. It is high time that the cit- 
izens of the country began to realize 
that more economy, thrift and Indus- 
try on their part would change the 
conditions which they consider a dan- 
ger to the nation. Careful considera- 
tion of the subject will show that 
these qualities are what made the 
other man's fortune for tne most part. 
Therefore, of vital use to the mental, 
moral and financial condition of the 
coming generation la the good work 
Mr. Dinsmore Is doing In Maine among 
children. Teach them that a bankbook 
s a sign of respectability. Decrease 
the tendency to squander the whole 
of the Income on luxuries without re- 
gard to future needs 
and 
possible 


wants, and the socialistic as well as 
the monetary conditions of the coun- 
:ry will show an immediate improve- 
ment. 


SURGERY CRIME 
CURE. 


Philadelphia Juvenile Society, en Ad- 


vice of Physicians, Resorts to 


Practice—Much Good Ex- 
, 
pscted as s Result. 
. 


Philadelphia.—Following 
out 
the 


theories of the country's foremost 
physicians and the recent rulings of 
the juvenile courts, the Pennsylvania 
Society to Protect 
Children 
from 


Cruelty, working in conjunction with 
Director Coplln, of the 
bureau 
of 


health and charities, and Chief Ab- 
bott, of the bureau of health, have In- 
stituted the practice of 
performing 


operations upon the children 
given 


Into their charge, where medical opin- 
ion is rendered that such a course is 
likely to 'prevent a criminal career. 


The first subjects of these experi- 


ments were operated on the other day 
at the Infirmary of the society, which 
was the first organization of its kind 
in the country to adopt this course. 
In all seven children were put under 
the knife by a number of the city's 
most prominent surgeons, who per- 
formed operations of varied natures, 
from the most delicate to ones of 
minor Importance, calculated to Im- 
prove the mental and moral condition

of the patients. 


There 
were 
two 
operations on 


brains, three on'eyes and two minor 
operations for nervousness, and all, 
it Is believed, will be successful. 


The physicians who either partici- 


pated or were interested In the oper- 
ations are Dr. S. Weir Mitchell, Dr. 
\\. C. Abbott, Dr. George W. Dougher- 


ty, Dr. F. H. Derculm, Dr. W, 
Hawke, 
Dr. 
Alfred 
Gordon. 


Charles K. Mills, Dr. Louis Btarr a«4 
Dr. Pred Frely. 
. 


The children are but a few < 


number examined by Dr. I* C. 
Ils and Dr. A. C. Butcher, and a num- 
ber of other similar operations will 
take place within a° short time with 
the same purpose in view. Thus far 
only those children will be examined 
who are,in the temporary custody «f 
the society. Where such children are 
found to be apparently destined to a 
criminal career through jK>me physi- 
cal defect the parents *f the children 
are consulted and if permission Is ob- 
tained the operation 
is 
performed." 


The obtaining of parental consent i« 
compulsory under the law. 


For two weeks the examination* 


have been going on, the most minute 
Inquiries being made by the eramln-' 
Ing physicians Into the past history 
of the children and their parents. As 
a result a campaign against criminol- 
ogy has been instituted by the society 
which medical experts believe will be 
of immense value in suppressing ten- 
dencies for evil, and the physicians 
Interested in the idea believe that In 
many cases the entire future of the 
little patients will be turned for the 
better as a result of the operations 
they are performing. 


The total number of children exam- 


ined Is 147. About 60 per cent, have 
been found to be suffering from re- 
fraction of the eyes. 
Glasses have 


been ordered for all of these, and 
wherever possible the parents have 
been required to meet the cost of the 
eye glasses.

Henry Clay, John Marshall, John C. 
Breckinridge and 
other notables of 


the Blue Grass state. 
Although a 


slave owner, the elder Harper object- 
ed to the slavery policy, and after dis- 
posing of his slaves removed to Ixnils- 
ville, where he resided a few years, 
coming then to Illinois. 


The son, however, drifted back to 


Louisville, where he learned the rudi- 
ments of the profession. Col. Harper's 
first newspaper 
was 
published at 


Mount Carroll, 111. This was in 1855. 
He next bought the Freeport Journal 


and conducted that for some time. He 
drifted from city to city, and state to 
state, starting papers, 
and 
selling , 


them when the nomadic existence In- 
cited him to move. He started five 
newspapers In Kentucky, 16 In Iowa, 
four in Missouri, three in Wisconsin. 
two In Minnesota, three in Indiana, 
and one In Oregon. 
The remainder 


were launched in Illinois. 


The following is a partial list of the 


Illinois towns where he fuuA-led pub- 
lications: 
One in Rockford, one in 


CoMax, one In Bement, one in Phllo. 
four In Leroy, three In Farmer City, 
two in Oilman, one in Cairo, three in 
Beardstown, three In Vlrgln'.a, two in 
.Jacksonville, one dally and one week- 
ly; one In Springfield, two In Homer, 
two In Savannah, and one each in 
Sydney, Danville, Chatsworth, Fair- 
bury, El Paso. Galesburg. "Mount Car- 
roll, Galena, Tolona, Tuscola, Mat- 
toon and Mount Morris. The whole 
corn belt' knows the old editor.

flict he started the famous El Paso 
Journal.

Robespierre's Change of Heart. 


Robespierre, of the French revolu- 


tion, the man who was destined to 
deluge France with blood, was, not 
long before his frightful 
career of 


power began, one of the most strenu- 
ous opponents of capital punishment. 
While he was still an obscure advocate 
at his native Arras he threw up an ap- 
pointment because of his opposition to 
this form of penalty. And just when 
his star was In the ascendant he bold- 
ly harangued the national assembly to 
prove "that the punishment of death 
Is essentially unjust, that it has no ten- 
dency to repress crimes, and that it 
multiplies offenses much more than it 
diminishes them." 


"Father," 


Agreed, 


cried 
the 
stage-struck 


youth, "you must let muh choose me 
own course. I feel that I was born 
for the boards."

northern and marshy districts have 
been either washed away by the terri- 
fic waves or torn to splinters by the 
wind. Their lumber and timbers are 
to be seen scattered over the entire 
city and floating down the slowly fal- 
ling river. 


Wholesale houses lost many thous- 


ands of dollaia from flood and willingly 
paid as high as $1.50 an hour lor com- 
mon labor and earnestly begged men to 
accept such prices, so frantic were 
th«y in their efforts to save goods 
Even at this figure few men, white or* 
black, would accept work. 


Nearly five inches of rainfall was 


recorded and the wind showed a veloc- 
ity of se\enty-two miles per hour.

The 
appointment of a civil government de- 
pends entirely upon the insurgents lay- 
ing down their arms and on the abso- 
lute loyalty of the Government force.

Whether private sewerage plants are 
established or not. If the slop water is 
thrown, on the ground, as It is on too 
many occasions, the waste water finds .

A great many farmers are moving to 


town. It la a good plan to consider 
these two questions very carefully be- 
fore selecting a site to build. There 
are a great many objections to living 
in a village that present themselves 
as time moves along. The worst home^ 
sick men I ever knew were farmers* 
who had enjoyed the freedom of coun- 
try life until their habits were fixed 
and who afterwards, through a mis- 
taken idea of comfort in their old age, 
have abandoned the farm and moved 
to town. It is different with men who 
have established a buslnes in early 
life and grown accustomed to more or 
less cramped surroundings. 


So long as a man remains on the 


farm he is an Influential citicen; he la 
a man of importance and is so recog- 


l« easier to make a cottage look cozy 


amongst trees and shrubbery and par- 
tially hidden by climbing vines Is a 


picture to be remembered. 
Cottages 


in the country and In villages have 
many advantages, but cottages In the 
large cltlea are out of place. The 
crowded surroundings make It 
Im- 


possible to dress them up in a becom- 
ing manner. Cottages in cltle% usually 
are Just so many rows of one-story 
houses placed close together, with one 
gable end to the street, and they are 
occupied for most part by foreigners, 
mostly of the poorer class. A house of 
this ktad if built In a village should 
have a lot at least 100 feet wide and 
it should be aet back about 60 feet 
from the street line, and It should

have a wide expanse of green lawn tn 
front and trees on the sunny aide 
Shade trees, however, should not be 
permitted to Interfere with the karden 
which may be on the back of the lot 
or it may be 'mostly at one side. 


A great many villages are provided 


with sewers, but a great many are not 
It Is impossible to have the necessary 
bathroom and hot and cold water com 
forts unless provision Is made to take 
care of the waste water. Modern antl 
septic tanks are lust as good as sew 
era when properly constructed and set 
entincally connected with the house 


nized by the community; but as soon 
as he retires and moves to town his 
prestige vanishes and he Is of no fur- 
ther use to himself or anyone else, 
and he Is so treated by the town peo- 
ple. 
Few men have the faculty of as- 


serting themselves in their new sur- 
roundings. 
It is almost impossible 


or a retired farmer to live as com- 
ortably as he did on the farm unless 


has bene unusually successful as a 


financier.

real deal more than living

country. 
The difference Is made up 


by the thousand little things that no 
one can foresee or properly estimate 
until they have the experience. Just 
such moves have resulted in the un- 
.Imely death of a great many farmers. 
We cannot blame a man for making a 
change If he thinks he can improve 
its circumstances and place his fam- 
ily In a better position, but 99 times 
out of 100 It would be better to im- 
prove the farm than to undertake a 
radical change. 


A bouse like this, however, is just 


as suitable for the farm as It Is for 
the village. There are three bedrooms 
and a good 
bathroom. The 
dining 


room is large enough for most farm 
tables and there is a neat little parlor 
with a fireplace in it that Is quite sep- 
arate from the rest of the house. The 
younger members of the family would 
soon find out what this room is good 
for. 
There would be an open fire 


chilly evenings and there would 
be 


room for other young folks from the 
immediate neighborhood.

Soap bark left over after cleanlni 


dress goods can be used to advantage 
in washing floors. It is especially suit 
able for nice kitchen floors that dr 
not need a scrubbing brush. 


The boiling soap and water in which 


clothes -have been, boiled is good for 
washing cheap kitchen floors that art 
not oiled. If the clothes have been 
properly washed beforehand, such wa 
tar is quite clean, it having been used 


to give the last touch of white 
to them. Bits of soap that are 


too small to use should he laid aside 
for laundry days, when they can be 
melted and put in the wash teller, 
thus saving the cutting up of a new 
cake of soap. 


A practical book on gardening, re- 


cently published, directs the country 
housewife to save every particle oi 
soapy water, such as' dish water and 
laundry water, for watering the roots 
of plants. Of course, water in which 
soda or strong soap powder has beei 
melted cannot be used. 


Instead of throwing the melted Ice 


and salt water left In the freezer after 
freezing cream down the wasteplpe 01 
sink, pour it on young weeds that are 
springing up in the garden path. There 
Is generally a quantity of salt, often a 
pint or more, left in the bottom of the 
freezer. If there are no weeds to kill 
put It on an old plate, and, when dry. 
use it again In freezing cream. 


Leftover coffee grounds 
make 
a 


good fertilizer for plants. As they arei 
rather strong, use only a little around 
each plant, and mix well with 
the 


earth. Liquid coffee left over in the 
coffee pot after breakfast is much bet 
ter than water to mix 
with stove 


blacking, it will make the stove shine. 
Alum and various articles .are recom- 
mended for this purpose, but leftover 
coffee is the best, and does not cost 
anything, as it would 
otherwise be 


thrown away. 


Tea grounds should be saved, and 


kept where they will not get mouldy, 
to use when sweeping to lay the dust. 


Egg sheila can be saved and used In 


settling coffee, as they are much bet 
ter for this purpose than 
anything 


else. 


The water In which rice has been 


boiled Is, If anything, more wbolesome 
than the rice itself. If it is boiled un 
til thick after taking out the rice it 
can be used to advantage In thickening 
soups and sauces. 
One cook 
book 


recommends making it Into a ^jelly or 
blanc mange, after sweetening 
and 


flavoring it properly. 


Everyone knows that the water in 


which potatoes are boiled la excellent 
in making or renewing yeast. 


The country housewife should save 


all cornhusks and nutshells for start- 
Ing the fire In the cook stove. When 
well dried, they make a brilliant blaze 
and will save time as well as kindling 
wood. 


One woman who has always had en- 


viable luck with her Bower garden or- 
ders all the soot that Is taken from the 
chimney to be utilized around plants, 
especially roses. It makes a good fer- 
tilizer and can be used to keep off 
bugs. 


It is foolish to Indulge In 
miserly 


economies if they take 
up valuable 


time or are of no special advantage. 
For Instance, a sensible woman will 
not save pea pods for soup, as some 
frugal French housewives are said tc 
do, because pea pods do not make good 
soup. The ways of using articles or- 
dinarily thrown away which are given 
here are of actual advantage. They 
are trifles, it is true; but the familiar 
quotation, "Trifles make perfection 
and perfection Is no trifle," applies to 
household management, If It applies to 
anything.

Child Bern In His Town. 


Thejlnanclal world has surely not 


hitherto had much startling news to 
chronicle of Thomas Dlnsmore, of Pal- 
ermo. Kennebec county, Mala*, says 
the American Banker. That gentle* 
man has not surprised the commu- 
nity into throes of admiration by the 
establishment of hero funds nor the 
foundation of any libraries. . He has 
not been identified with any huge cor- 
poration engaged in cornering 
the 


earth, for the earth's good, no doubt, 
nor has he purchased highly priced 
works of art and presented them to 
an ungrateful country that insists 
upon his paying r>uty on the gifts. 


But in a way Mr. Dinsmore seems 


to have cornered all the praise and 
gratitude in his locality and he cer- 
tainly has a monopoly in his particu- 
lar Industry. 


At present he is engaged busily In 


presenting new bankbooks showing a 
five dollar deposit to each new baby 
which arrives in his community. 
It 


will be seen at once that this' is not 
only excellent for the banks and fine 
.'or the babies, but it will in all like- 
lihood prevent any appreciable tend- 
ency toward race suicide. 
: Some time ago Mr. Dlnsmore be- 
gan the practice of presenting every 
school graduate with a new bankbook 
and one dollar. The good work of this 
gentleman is necessarily limited, but 
he has sounded the depths of the coun- 
try's need. 
Not by railing against 


capital and capitalists nor preaching 
equality and the equal distribution of 
property 
will 
the 
evil 
of 
huge 


money concentration be remedied. By 
teaching foresight and judicious sav- 
ing to the children and inculcating a 
spirit of desire of possession in the 
beginning of their education he will 
do more toward increasing the aver* 
age wealth of the people that any 
other project yet put forth. 


Massachusetts, a fairly conservative 


state, calculates that its people save 
on an average 
33 cents a week 


each. The absurdity of such a figure 
in the face of the extremely, high rate 
of wages is patent to every sensible 
person. It is high time that the cit- 
izens of the country began to realize 
that more economy, thrift and Indus- 
try on their part would change the 
conditions which they consider a dan- 
ger to the nation. Careful considera- 
tion of the subject will show that 
these qualities are what made the 
other man's fortune for tne most part. 
Therefore, of vital use to the mental, 
moral and financial condition of the 
coming generation la the good work 
Mr. Dinsmore Is doing In Maine among 
children. Teach them that a bankbook 
s a sign of respectability. Decrease 
the tendency to squander the whole 
of the Income on luxuries without re- 
gard to future needs 
and

wants, and the socialistic as well as 
the monetary conditions of the coun- 
:ry will show an immediate improve- 
ment.

CURE. 


Philadelphia Juvenile Society, en Ad- 


vice of Physicians, Resorts to 


Practice—Much Good Ex- 
, 
pscted as s Result. 
. 


Philadelphia.—Following 
out 
the 


theories of the country's foremost 
physicians and the recent rulings of 
the juvenile courts, the Pennsylvania 
Society to Protect 
Children 
from 


Cruelty, working in conjunction with 
Director Coplln, of the 
bureau 
of 


health and charities, and Chief Ab- 
bott, of the bureau of health, have In- 
stituted the practice of 
performing 


operations upon the children 
given 


Into their charge, where medical opin- 
ion is rendered that such a course is 
likely to 'prevent a criminal career. 


The first subjects of these experi- 


ments were operated on the other day 
at the Infirmary of the society, which 
was the first organization of its kind 
in the country to adopt this course. 
In all seven children were put under 
the knife by a number of the city's 
most prominent surgeons, who per- 
formed operations of varied natures, 
from the most delicate to ones of 
minor Importance, calculated to Im- 
prove the mental and moral condition

of the patients. 


There 
were 
two 
operations on 


brains, three on'eyes and two minor 
operations for nervousness, and all, 
it Is believed, will be successful. 


The physicians who either partici- 


pated or were interested In the oper- 
ations are Dr. S. Weir Mitchell, Dr. 
\\. C. Abbott, Dr. George W. Dougher- 


ty, Dr. F. H. Derculm, Dr. W,

The children are but a few < 


number examined by Dr. I* C. 
Ils and Dr. A. C. Butcher, and a num- 
ber of other similar operations will 
take place within a° short time with 
the same purpose in view. Thus far 
only those children will be examined 
who are,in the temporary custody «f 
the society. Where such children are 
found to be apparently destined to a 
criminal career through jK>me physi- 
cal defect the parents *f the children 
are consulted and if permission Is ob- 
tained the operation 
is 
performed." 


The obtaining of parental consent i« 
compulsory under the law. 


For two weeks the examination* 


have been going on, the most minute 
Inquiries being made by the eramln-' 
Ing physicians Into the past history 
of the children and their parents. As 
a result a campaign against criminol- 
ogy has been instituted by the society 
which medical experts believe will be 
of immense value in suppressing ten- 
dencies for evil, and the physicians 
Interested in the idea believe that In 
many cases the entire future of the 
little patients will be turned for the 
better as a result of the operations 
they are performing. 


The total number of children exam- 


ined Is 147. About 60 per cent, have 
been found to be suffering from re- 
fraction of the eyes. 
Glasses have 


been ordered for all of these, and 
wherever possible the parents have 
been required to meet the cost of the 
eye glasses.

coming then to Illinois. 


The son, however, drifted back to 


Louisville, where he learned the rudi- 
ments of the profession. Col. Harper's 
first newspaper 
was 
published at 


Mount Carroll, 111. This was in 1855. 
He next bought the Freeport Journal 


and conducted that for some time. He 
drifted from city to city, and state to 
state, starting papers, 
and 
selling , 


them when the nomadic existence In- 
cited him to move. He started five 
newspapers In Kentucky, 16 In Iowa, 
four in Missouri, three in Wisconsin. 
two In Minnesota, three in Indiana, 
and one In Oregon. 
The remainder 


were launched in Illinois. 


The following is a partial list of the 


Illinois towns where he fuuA-led pub- 
lications: 
One in Rockford, one in 


CoMax, one In Bement, one in Phllo. 
four In Leroy, three In Farmer City, 
two in Oilman, one in Cairo, three in

.Jacksonville, one dally and one week- 
ly; one In Springfield, two In Homer, 
two In Savannah, and one each in 
Sydney, Danville, Chatsworth, Fair- 
bury, El Paso.

He complains 
that thus far the American manufac- 
turer has shipped his goods through 
London 
agents, thus 
delaying the 


goods in transit, and Increasing their 
price. 
He explains that, contrary to 


prevalent belief, there is no reason for 


India will take care of any restric- 
tions Imposed by the Indian govern- 
ment. 


Regarding the shipment of Ameri- 


can ammunition, he calls attention to 
the necessity of separating the caps 
from the anvil.

RICH HARVEST IN AUTO FEES 


Jersey Collects $40,238 In Two Weeks 


Under New Law. 


Trenton, N. J.—New Jersey has re- 


solved $40,238 In license fees from 
automoblllBts as a result of the first 
two weeks' operation of the new auto 
.aw, according to a statement issued 
oy J. B. R. Smith, state commissioner 
of motor vehicles. 
This sum has 


been turned into the treasury for use 
tn repairing the Improved roads of 
the state. 


The commissioner expresses satis- 


faction with the working of the law, 
and says for the most 
part It 
has 


been heartily complied with by au- 
tolsts. 


"The criticism of the law and what- 


ever defiance of It has been so far 
reported," he adds, "come almost en- 
tirely, I am sorry to say, from per- 
sons residing outside the state." Mr. 
Smith concludes: 


"I deem It the correct policy to pro-

Report of Internal 
Revenue 
Shows 


Huge Gain for Year. 


Washington.—Consumption of both 


whisky and beer in the United States 
Increased stupendously during the last 
fiscal year. The preliminary report of 
the commissioner of internal revenue 
shows receipts from beer stamps to 
have been $54,661,636, which mean* 
that 54,651,636 barrels of beer were 
produced and sold, au Increase of, 8.- 
192,096 barrels over 
the 
preceding 


year. 
The 
consumption 
of beer, 


therefore, was In round numbers 100,- 
000,000 gallons more than 
in 1906. 


The receipts from spirits amounted 
to $143,394.055—an Increase of $7.436,- 
542 over the preceding fiscal year. 
The total receipts from tobacco were 
$48,422,997, an increase of $S.763.«86 
over 1905. 


The total Internal revenue income 


from all sources was $249,102,738, an 
Increase over the preceding year of 
$14,914,761.
